BCENES ON THE GERMAN BATTLE-FIELDS
A Fenrful Pleture.

A correspondent of the London Tomes writos: -

“The commissioners despatched to the lnzarets
and feld-bosapitals by the Patriotic Help Aso-
ciation (Hiltsverein) of Vienna huve just pub-
lished a long and interssting report.  T'he com
miggioners were Baron Gorny, Oberlicutenant
Nobrwitz, and M. Polak., They begin by re-
wmarking that the Associntion have n wide
tield for their labors in Nerthern Bohemia
alone, snd draw n pitiable picture of the
condition of the peasantry. For six months
their country hus been occupied by groat
armies — first by the Austrians, then by
Austriang and Prussians, and lasily, by the ene
my alone. The pensant’s food has beea devonsay
hig tields laid waste, his house burg: e torn

40“'“; and laid jy 1 ney declare that the
\
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ead Were Teft unluried in weay places, and
that the poigontd att destroyed the living. Nearly
ull the amputttions muade by the Prussian mih-
tary surgeons were unsiuccessful, and ended
jatally; but no difference wos made in the treat-
ment of Austrion and Prussian wounnded by
the medical men who had charge of them., St
they found the condition of the hospitals tn all
that reloted to nursing aud medical attendanee
‘wo deplorable,’ thet the succor afforded by the
Hilfeverein was most desirable.

“The Commission started to Bruun on the st
of August with tifteen wagon loads of medical
comiorts, In Wilkersdorf they founl
a Prussian compuny as & guard to w
cholern  hospital,  The  pestllence  was
«0 bad that in o short time four huun-
dred and fity kad died oul of seven hun-
dred patients, and the officer in command said:
—'] hope in heaven we ghiall soon leave this, for
my sick will all be dead in a tew days.,' From
Wilkersdor!, which was inside the demarcation
line, no Prussiang were wisible, but they bl
left their traces in the fields and by the road-
sides, for the trees had been cot down to muake
encampments, At Pardubitz they found seven
wounded Aunetrian officers, who were vetting
well, in airy, well-shaded tents.  The Pruassian
commandant provided them with everything
but money. Ailthough eatitled to iftecn thalars
a month, they could not get a penny. At Konlg-
eratz itsell they found the hospitals overstocked
and short of what was needed.

“In one house there were ome hundred ,and
fifteen wounded officers, and In another were
one hundred and ninety-elght more, They
neededeplints, lint, bandages, medicines, lotions,
as well as tobaceo snd wine., All were supplied
by the Commission. Om the 6th the Conmumls-
sloners visiled Rosnitz, Westur, Sadowa, Ne-
chanitz, and Hrakek, and describe with horror
and astonishment the condition of the country.
The hands and teet of the dead were stlcking
out of the hastily made graves. As to the hos-
pitals in these places, the Commissioners de-
clare all appliances and necessaries were defi-
clents  The Prussign doctors deplored their
own want of success in amputations,

“Many of the wounded had been left torty.
wight hours on the field withont help, and were,
©f courge, in the most unfaverable condition for
treatment by the knife. On the 10th the com-
misstoners went to Nedelitz, Milowitz, Mas-
lowed, Gerwiz, sud Hoziety, of which they re-
late the same story. On the 14th they visited
Juromiers, Skalitz, and Nachod, aud on the fol-

lowing duye Opond, Krem, and Neustadt, and
tinally Kukus, Koniginhot, Rettendorf, and all
the hospitals up to Trautenau. In all ceses
their supplies were most welcome, and the hos-
pital commandants gladly availed themselves of

the articles in the central depol. The report
affords u terrible peep behind the scemes of a
great battle—the apres, when the conqueror lns
moved off with drums and trumpets, and ban-
ners flymg in the setting sun, and uwight settles
on the dylng and the dead.”

Beath of Washington Wright, u San Frane
cisco Journalist
The San Pranoisco Aimerican Fraa, of a recent
dale, says:—Nearly ten years ago the writer of
this made an agreement with the geotleman
now decepsed, that the one surviving the other
should do 'iun!k',u to his mewory, placing Mm in
Aiis fmpnr \ght hefore the country, and awarding
that meed of praise which might seem just, The
time bas come when that melancholy duty rust
be performed: and, perlups, no other s so well
ascquainted with the lus{ur.\r of hls life. Mr,
Wright died last Saturday morning, and, like
muny other men of Wlent or genius, letl nothineg
tangible on earth but the fruits of ks pen.  The
period of his He was sbout thirty-pight years,
He was born in the State of New York, and
was 4 nephew ot the disVinguished statesman,
®ilas Wright, Huving removed to the West, his
parents died, leaving him 8 were child, and
utterly friendless. By some chance he wandered
to Oipcinnati, and mingling with ether little
wills of the great clty, became o malgh boy, and
grew up almost to manhood without any advan-
tages of even common echools. His taste for art
wiis deve d in & common Ylauwhop, where
he great skill, which was afterwards
els:ﬁluged in some of the ernamentsl work of the
Nationial Capitol, and nlso in varlous of the
mountain towns of Californds. When only six-
teen years of age he went with a compauy ot
volunteers to the war in Mexico, where he was
egployed jn the bospitaln until the cnd of the
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1pois, and becomiug s profege’ 61 Governor
Yates and other influential men, was pluced in
the editorial ms of the Springficld Enterprise,
where he seon ¢ [dvorably known to the
projession ihroughout the West, His limited
education was Hterally picked up while in ithe
paint shop and In the army, and was, in;i&od
rlender epough, It wiill astonwh his p

elonal iriende and contemporaries (o know
Mr, Wright was not acquainted with even the
rudiments of English grammar, Nolwithstand-
ing the classie elepnunce and exactnées of hig
newspaper articles, he gearcely knew a noun

'

construcdon or cowporition. When asked how
he contrived to write with so great gfammati-
cal agouracy, he said that he did so by sound,
and could thus detect any Irregulanty in hin
composition, which rarely contained the slightest
departnre from the rules of lnngnage,

iring the campaign of the Ainerican party
in 1856, he conducted the Citizen in Chicaco
and there obtained a great deal of professiona
note, In the iollowing {.('ar he cume to this
State, and was on board the pars at the time of
the memorable catastrophe on the Isthmus, an
sccount of which he wrote and punlished ip the
San Franclseo Herald, Having been employed
a short time in the Atta Caltfornia office, he ve-
moved to Sacramento, where his great abilities
soon attracied attention in the Age newspaper,
Leaviog thit ity in 1568, he wae employed on
the Elerra Citizen, at Downleville, ana after-
wards at Folsom, Placerville, Jackson, and Vir-
eginin City, giving to every journn! by which he
wis employed an nnusual loeal celebrity. Betng
in this ety at the time of Mr. Brodericks death,
e wus enghged on the Merning Uall, and there
wrote and published an article ealled *The
Dend  benator,” which  attracted universal
attention, sumd  which, but for untoward
circnmstances, would have placed himin & pokj-
tion where his brilblant talents would have
become conspleuous,

About two yeare ago Mr. Wright returned
from the stnte ol Nevadu, and the editor of the
Frag, veing aware of his valoe as a journalist,
cmployed hom as an assistant in the editorial
department,

Mr, Wright wias ul intervals the victim ol an
infirmity which has prosteated =0 mony noble
structures of the mmd,  With him jntemperance
wae g periodioal disense, mther than u voluntary
one, and although resisted until the confliet be-
came wn sbeolute agony, no human power could
resiel the onset ol the fiend, At times he eomed
to hold the futal potion in abhorrence, but that
repugnance onee overcome, all was lost.  But,
now thnt the wasted elgy has gone from the
world, that unhappy wisechanee will be forgot-
ten, and we shall remember only that 4 brillinnt
and strong-grasping mind has been heie.
